As to the merit of theſe Letters, the 
impartial publick will form ſuch a judg- 
ment of them as they ſhall be found to 
deſerve; it is paſt all doubt that they 
could not be intended for publication 
by his Grace, and therefore it ſhould 
ſeem fortunate that they have been pre-

My Lord. Dublin, Jan. 19. 1724. 
HAVE received; your Lordſhip's of the '1 4th. 
inſtant, and I am very much ſurprized at the ac- 
count it encloſes, - | do not remember to have heard 
of any caſe like it in England The Dean ſeems: to 
me not to have behaved himſelf with the reſpect due 


to his Dioceſan {and I could wiſh your Lordſhip had 


put him more in the wrong, by ſhewing a little more 
patience and temper on your ſide. But, what provo- 
cations were firſt given By the Dean; or, what was 
the full ſtate of he dune in the 8 on which 
the quarrel in the afternoon was grounded, does not 
appear by the account your Lordſhip has encloſed. 

I am not yet enough acquainted with the . lawg: 
and conſtitutions of this church, to be able to adviſe 
what is proper to be done by your Lordſhip, in a legal 
way : but I could heartily wiſh, that (for the preven-, 
tion of ſcandal) ſome method could be found of ad- 
juſting the differences, between your Lordſhip, and 
the Dean, (of which, L hear, this is but one branch) 
by-an amicable arbitration.

This has made me talk further 
with the ſame perſons, what compromiſe can be offer- 
ed to have M ood's patent funk. I have told them 
there can be no doubt but V oad muſt have been a 
very great ſufferer by the obſtructions he has already 
met with; and muſt be ſtill a much greater, if his 
patent be reſigned: that I did not find any body in 
England doubted of the legality of the grant: that 
where the patentee was not proved to have contra- 
vened the conditions of the grant, it could not in 
zuſtice be revoked; {to- this they unanimouſly reply, 
that he has uttered worſe than his patent allows] that 
odd could not be ſuppoſed willing to reſign it, with- 
out a proper compenſation; and that the ſeditious and 
clamorous behaviour of too many here, maſt rather 
tend to provoke his Majeſty and his miniſtry to ſup- 
port the patent, than to take any extraordinary ſteps 
to ſink it; and that therefore the moſt proper way 
ſeemed to be, the propoſing ſome reaſonable amends 
to Mr. Wood, in order to his refigning the patent.

There are probably in this kingdom five papiſts at 
leaſt to one proteſtant * we have incumbents and cu- 
rates to the number of about 800, whilſt" there are 
near 3000 popiſh prieſts of all ſorts here. A great 
part of our clergy have no parſonage houſes, nor 
glebes to build them on: wE have many pariſhes 
eight and ten, twelve and fourteen miles long, with 
it may be only one Church in them, and that often 
at one end of the pariſh : we have few market towns 
that ſupply convenient” food for the neighbourhood, 
nor farmers that can ſupply the common neceſſaries 
of life, which may be had at moſt farmers in En- 
gland; fo that all agree no clergyman in the coun 
can hve without a moderate glebe in his hands: and 
as there can be no hopes of getting ground of the 
papiſts without more Churches or Chapels, and more 
reſident clergymen, we have been framing two bills, 
one for explaining and amendirg an act for the bet- 
ter maintenance of curates in the Church of [reland, 
65 Georgii. By that act a Biſhop was enabled to 
cauſe one or two Chapels of Eaſe to be erected in 
any patiſn where a number of Proteſtants lived fix 
miles from the Church, and that was underſtood to 
mean ſix country miles, which are at leaſt nine mea- 
ſured miles, and in many places twelve: we have 
reduced that diſtance to five meaſured miles, the

obtain on the road hither, and demand to be admit- 
ted barriſter in virtue of it, at their arrival; and ſe- 
veral of them have popiſh wives and maſs ſaid in 
their ' houſes, and breed up their children papiſts. 
Things are at preſent ſo bad with us, that its bout 
fix ſhould ,be removed” from the bar to the bench 
here, there will not'be a barriſter of note left that is 
not a convert. 

To put ſome ſtop to this evil, this bill et to 
obtain ſome farther ſecurity of the ſincerity. of theſe 
converts: 1, by obliging all that come to the bar 
hereafter, or practiſe as attornies or ſollicitors, &c. 
or act as ſub-ſheriffs, ſheriffs clerks,, or deputy offi- 
cers in the courts, to make a declaration againſt po- 
pery, and take the oath of abjuration before th 
admitted or practice: 2. that every convert ſhall 
been ſo five years before his admiſſion, or ſo — 
or acting: 3. that he breed up all his children under 
14. as well hole born before his converſion, as thoſe 
after, in the proteſtant religion: and 4. that who- 
ever fails in any of theſe points, fhall incur the pe- 
nalties and diſabilities to which thoſe relapſing from 
the proteſtant religion to popery are liable. 

Every body here is ſenſible of the terrible effects 
of this growing evil, and both Lords and Commons 
are owt eagerly deſirous of this bill.

They likewiſe pretend that the 
children born after their converſion are not included 
in that clauſe about educating their children proteſ- 
tants, becauſe they were not under 14 at the time of 


their converſion ; ſo that many of converts have 
a popiſh wife who has maſs faid in the family, and 
the children are brought up papiſts. | 


Now this grievance is the greater here, becauſe 
the buſineſs of the law from top to bottom is almoſt

power of thoſe who have a little money to engroſs 
corn here, and make advantage of its ſcarceneſs, 
than in England. 5 
We have had for ſeveral years ſome agents from 
the colonies in America, and ſeveral maſters of ſhips 
that have gone about the country, and deluded the 
people with ſtories of great plenty and eſtates to be 
had for going for in thoſe parts of the world : and 
they have been the better able to ſeduce people, by 
reaſon of the neceſſities of the poor of late. 8 
The people that go from hence make great com- 
plaints of the oppreſſions they ſuffer, here, not from 


the government, but from their fellow ſubjects of

As it may happen that the * Vice-Chancellor may 
be fick at the time of the commencement, when de- 
grees are to be given, of which they have two in a 
year, one juſt before Lenz, the other at the time of 
the Cambridge commencement, it was the cuſtom for 
the Vice-Chancellor to name a Pro-Vice-Chancellor, 
to officiate in caſe of the Vice-Chancellor's ſickneſs or 
abſence ; but upon the laſt who was named Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor coming to be ſworn before Eord Chancel- 
lor Middleton, it appeared the ſtatutes did not give 
any power to the Vice-Chancellor to name a deputy, 
upon which there has been no ſuch deputy here for 
ſome years.

I am informed that to prevent any accident of that 
nature, it has been propoſed to have an additional 
ſtatute or clauſe to the charter, made by the King, 
to give ſuch a power to the Vice-Chancellor, which 
I think is reaſonable.

THANK your Excellency for your kind order 
to preſent Mr. Richard/on to the union of Burn- 
church; but before we could actually paſs his patent 
for it, I procured, a copy of the act of union from 
the Regiſter of Oſſory, that in the council-office 
being burnt ; upon peruſal of which the Attorney- 
general ſays, there is no doubt but that the Crown 
and Biſhop of *® Offory are to preſent alternately to 
that union, and that as the Crown preſented the laſt . 
rurn, the Biſhop is to preſent this turn; fo that it is 
to no purpoſe to take any farther ſtep in that affair. 
We have had ſeveral tumults in Cork, Waterford, 
Limerick, and other places in the ſouth, on pretence 
that corn was exported thence to England; though 
if we may believe the merchants here, little has been 
attempted to be exported of late, but to the north 
of Ireland ; and by all accounts there is great plenty 
in thoſe parts, and corn at a very reaſonable price. 
We have wrote to the ſeveral magiſtrates in thoſe 
party to be diligent in preſerving the peace, and have 
ordered the officers of the army to aſſiſt the civil ma- 
giſtrates on occaſion, wherever we have been applied

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We have by this poſt ſent your Excellency the 
memorial delivered to us by the diſſenting miniſters. 
here, from the letters of their friends in the north : 
we objected againſt two heads of it, as we have ac- 
quainted your Excellency ; but there is another part 
relating to the grievances about tythes, which is very 
far from being true. I do not doubt but ſome per- 
ſons. in the north may have been oppreſſed by the 
farmers of tythes. But I have at every viſitation I 
have held had as great complaints from the clergy of 
the hardſhips put upon them by the people, in co- 
ming at their juſt + tor as the people can make of 
being any ways PN by the clergy or their 
tythe farmers, and 1 believe. with as much reaſon. 
As to the expenſiveneſs of the ſpiritual courts which 
they complain of, that will be very much avoided by 
the act paſſed laſt ſeſſions for the more eaſy recovery 
of tythes of ſmall value. And indeed the gentlemen 
have ever ſince I came hither, been putting it into 
the heads of their tenants, that it was not their 
rents, but the paying of the tythes that made them 
find it hard to live on their farms. And it is eaſy to 
ſee that this was a notion that would readily take 
with Scotch preſbyterians.

: There has been ſet on foot a ſubſcription here in 
Dublin, to buy corn from Munſter, where it has 
been very cheap, to ſend it to the north, in order to 
keep the markets down; but though we have 
bought about 3000 J. worth of oats, oatmeal, and 
tatoes there, yet firſt by the continuance of eaſter- 
ly winds for three weeks, and fince by the inſurrec- 
tions of the mob in thoſe parts, not one boat load is 
yet arrived in the north; which is a great increaſe to 
their diſtreſs. 
There have been tumults at Limerick, Cork, Wa- 
terford, Clonmel, and other places, to prevent the 
corn we have bought from going to the north: 
Thoſe at Limerick and Cork have been the worſt, 
| Where they have broken open warehouſes and cel- 
lars, and ſet what price they pleaſed on proviſions ; 
but I hope we ſhall hardly hear of any more riots, 
having given the neceſſary orders both to the civil 
and military officers in thoſe parts to take care to 
prevent or ſuppreſs all riots. There is no doubt but 
the buying of corn there has raiſed their markets; 
but ſtill as we are aſſured from thence, there is great 
plenty in the country; and proviſions are in ſome 
places as cheap again as in the north ; but where 
deareſt, at leaſt one third part cheaper. There is 
one reflection theſe poor wretches have not made, 
that by their riots the country are deterred from 
bringing them in proviſions, which will make things 
dearer in thoſe places than the exportation they are 
ſo angry at. | HA 
We have given orders to the ſeveral magiſtrates 
and the judges of aſſize to have the rioters proſecuted 
and ſeverely puniſhed. | 
The humour of going to America ſtill continues, 
and the ſcarcity of proviſions certainly makes many 
| | quit 
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quit us: there are now ſeven ſhips at Belfaft that 
are carrying off about 1000 paſſengers thither ; and 
if we knew how to ſtop them, as moſt of them can 
neither get victuals nor work at home, it would be 
cruel to do it. . 
We have ſent for 2400 quarters of rye from Co- 
ningſbery; when they arrive which will 3 be 
about the middle of Mey, we hope the price of 
things will fall conſiderably in the north, and we 
ſuppoſe. they will mend pretty much when our ſup- 
plies arrive from Munſter. i 
The diſſenting miniſters here have lately delivered 
in a memorial repreſenting the grievances their bre- 
thren have aſſigned as the cauſes in their apprehen- 
ſion of the great deſertion in the north: as one of 
thoſe cauſes relates to the eccleſiaſtical courts here, 
and as it is generally reported here that the r;þ gen- 
tlemen at London are for throwing the whole occaſion 
of this deſertion on the ſeverity of tythes, I have by 
this poſt written to the Biſhop of London a very long 
letter on that ſubject, and have deſired him to wait 
on the miniſtry and diſcourſe with them on that 
I ſhall get a copy of this memorial and ſend 
your Grace my thoughts on ſome other parts of it.

But a memorial lately delivered in here by the diſ- 
ſenting miniſters of this place, containing the cauſes 
of; this deſertion, as repreſented to them by the let- 
ters of their brethren in the north, (which memorial 
we have lately ſent over to my Lord Lieutenant,) 
mentioning the oppreſſion of the eccleſiaſtical courts 
about tythes as one of their greateſt grievances : I 
found myſelf under a neceſſity of troubling your 
Lordſhip to diſcourſe with the miniftry about it. 
The gentlemen. of this country have ever ſince I 
came hither been talking to others, and perſuading 
their tenants who complained of the exceſſiveneſs of 
their rents, that it was not the paying too much rent, 
but too much tythe that impoveriſhed them: and 
the notion ſoon took among Scotch preſbyterians, as 
a great part of rhe proteſtants in the are, who 
it may eaſily be ſuppoſed do not pay tythes with 
great chearfulneſs. And indeed I make no doubt but 
the landlords in England might with great eaſe raiſe 
a cty amongſt their tenants of the great oppreſſion 
they lie under by Paying tythes. 

What the gentlemen want to be at is that they 
may go on railing; their rents, and that the clergy 
ſhould ftill receive their old payments for their tythe. 
But as things have happened otherwiſe, and they are 
very angry with the clergy, without conſidering that 
it could not happen otherwiſe than it has, ſince if a 
clergyman ſaw a farm raiſed in its rent e. g. from 10 
to 20 J. per ann. he might be ſure his wa was cer 
tainly worth double what he formerly took for it. 
Not that I believe the clergy have made a proportion- 
able advancement in their compoſition for their 
tythes, to what the gentlemen have made in their

In a conference I had with the difſenting miniſters 
here ſome wecks ago, they mentioned the raiſing x the

And there is the leſs in this argument, becauſe the 
fact is, that about the years 1694 and 1695, the 
lands here were almoſt waſte and unſettled, and the 
clergy in the laſt diſtreſs for tenants for their tythes, 
when great numbers of them were glad to lett their 
tythes at a very low value, and that during incum- 
hency, for few would take them on other terms; 
and as the country has ſince ſettled and improved, 
as thoſe incumbents have dropt off, the tythe of | 
thoſe pariſhes has been conſiderably advanced with- 
out the leaſt oppreſſion, but I believe your Lordſhip 
will think not without ſome grumbling. The {ame 
no doubt has happened where there have been care- 
leſs or needy incumbents, and others of a different

I need not mention to your Lordſhip what I have 
been forced to talk to ſeveral here, that if a landlord 
takes too great a portion of the profits of a farm for 
his ſhare by way of rent, (as the tythe will light on 
the tenants ſhare) the tenant will be impoveriſhed: 
but then it is not the tythe but the increaſed rent 
that undoes the farmer. And indeed in this country, 
where I fear the tenant hardly ever has more than 
one third of the profits he makes of his farm for his 
ſhare, and too often but a fourth or perhaps a fifth 
N w_ as the tenant's ſhare is charged with the tythe, 

is caſe is no doubt hard, but it is plain from what 
fide the hardſhip ariſes. 2 

Nor need I take notice to your Lordſhip of what 
I have been forced to talk very fully bebe, that if 
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the land were freed from payment of tythe, the te- 
nant would not be the better for it, but the land- 
lord, who would in that caſe raiſe his rent accord- 
ingly, and would probably receive 15 or 205. for 
additj t, where the clergyman now receives 
105. for tythe ; and that it would be the ſame in 
proportion if the tythes were fixed to ſome modus 
below their real value, which I am apptehenſive the 
xo may attempt to do by a bill next ſeſ- 
ions. 1 | 
As for the complaints of the oppreſſions in the ec- 
cleſiaſtical courts, your Lordſhip knows the dilatori- 
neſs and expenſiveneſs of ſuits there. And yet till 
within ſeven or eight years all ſuits for tythes, &c. 
were there; ſince that time by degrees the clergy 
have ſued in caſes of conſequence in the. Exchequer; 
but for dues of ſmall value, they till are ſued for 
there, But in the main no body ſues in thoſe courts 
that can by fair means get any thing near his due 
fince, when the clergy have put perions into thoſe 
courts the defendants either give them all the delay 
and trouble they can, or elſe ſtand under contempt 
for never appearing, and let things go to the laſt ex- 
tremity, and ſtand excommunicated, and poſſibly 
when a writ de excommunicato capiendo is taken out, 
and they find they have 7 or 8 J. to pay, they run 
away : for the greateſt. part of the occupiers of the 
land here are ſo poor, that an extraordinary ſtroke 
. 8 or 101. falling on them, is certain ruin to 
em. . | 
I can aſſure your Lordſhip that at every viſitation 
[ have held here, which is aue the clergy have 
made as great complaints of the hardſhips put upon 
them by the people in getting in their tythes, eſpe- 
cially their ſmall dues, as the people can of any op- 
preſhon from the clergy. And to my knowledge 
many of them have choſe rather to loſe their ſmall 
dues, than to be at a certain great expence in getting 
; | them, 
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them, and at an uncertainty whether the farmer 
would not at laſt run away without paying any 
thing. And I can affirm to your Lordſhip that the 
laiety here are as troubleſome and vexatious as 

can be in England, and from time to time fight a 
cauſe of no great value through the Biſhop's court, 
then through the Archbiſhop's, and thence to the 
Delegates, where the clergy ſue for what is moſt evi- 
dently their due. en 

I would not be underſtood by this to deny that 
any clergyman'or farmer of tythes ever did a hard 
thing by the people, but that there is not frequent 
occaſion of complaint againſt them. 

However laſt ſeſſions we paſſed a bill here for the 
more eaſy recovery of ſmall tythes, &c. which I be- 
lieve will remove this cauſe of complaint, ſince I be- 
lieve very few will ſpend ſome pounds to recover that 
in a ſpiritual court, which may be recovered for ſome 
ſhillings in another way. 

Upon occaſion of the conference I had ſome weeks 
ago with the diſſenting miniſters here, I have en- 
quired of ſeveral of the clergy, that are underſtand- 
ing and fair men, who have aſſured me, that as far 
as their knowledge reaches, they believe that gene- 
rally the farmers do not pay more than two thirds of 
the real value of their tythes. 

Another r they complain of in their memorial 
is, the trouble 


told them, that for ſome time had not been 
moleſted about their marriages, and that as to their 
ſchool-maſters I was ſure they had met with very lit- 
tle trouble on that head, ſince I had never heard any 
ſuch grievance ſo much as mentioned till I ſaw it in
